The Income-fax too Long 
Unbduried. 


Choate Says it Shocks the 
Sensibilities. 


Conclusion of the Arguments Before 
the Supreme Court at 
Washington. 

The Points Reviewei—Exemption of 
Real Estate—The Principle of 
Stare Decigis—The Law 
is Invalid.

WAGHINGTON, May 8.—The rehearing 
of the incom case in the Supreme 
Court was. c e: 2 o'clock today, 
and the sine justices took the question 
of the act’s conetitutionality in whole or 
in part under consideration. On May 20 
the court will @ieet, probably for the hast 
time this teram, te Tender its decieion in 
the pending cases, ani it hs expected that 
its conclusions upon the income-tax cave 
will be announced at that t'me. 

Joseph H. Choate of New York finished 
the closing argument, which he began yes- 
terday, speaking wntil 2 o'clock, and re- 
ceiving the closest atttntion ‘from the jus- 
ete and a crowd of epectators. It has 

been generally remarked tha: interest in 
the hearing has Seen much iees intense 
than at the first atgument. Justice Jack- 
eon was one of the most attentive of the 
nine meh om the bench throughout the 
hearing, and seems to have borne the strain 
well, considering the condition of his 
health. 

Choate firet took ap for examination the 
argument of Atty..Gen. Olmey that if the 
deciaton in regard to rentals was to stand 
there showld be fo Timit to the time the 
exemption should run. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral had pleaded that, with such a ruling

Choate: In New York there ig a vast 

of citizens exempt—inmates of tene- 
ment-houses, nearly one-half of the popu- 
lation, yet I call that a general assess- 
ment, not excepting the exemption. It 
is a tax that cannot be shifted and a 
tax that cannot be avoided. But thé ques- 
tion whether a tax on real estate chan be 
shifted I will leave to political economists, 
with whom I have no relations and hope 
‘never to have relation.

ANTI-REVOLUTIONARY 


BILL DISCUSSED IN THE GER- 
MAN REICHSTAG. 


Prince Hohenlohe Admits .That the 
Measure is Not All it Should 
be—A Socialist’s Descrip- 
tion of It.

BERLIN, May 8.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
The Reichstag was crowded today with 
members and the galleries were full of 
imterested spectators to hear the debate 
on the second reading of the Anti-Revolu- 
tionary Bill, a measure which has at- 
tracted universal attention throughout 
Germany for a long time. The Chamcel- 
lor, Prince Hohenlohe, in explaining the 
motives of the government in introducing 
the bill, said that he could not understand ‘ 
why indignation meetings had been held 
to protest against che passage of the 
measure. He hcld too high an opinion of 
the “nation of thinkers’’ to i ne it 
would be supposed that the ork of 
German philosophers and the progress of 
humanity would be checked by the legal 
provisions under discussion. The com- 
mittee had dragged extraneous matter into 
the bill, intending to strengthen the hands 
of the executive, but their proposals in- 
troduced questions of religion and public 
morals and even weakened certain pro- 
visions of the bill. 

Continuing, he said he had to thank 
Herr von Levetzow, late president of the 
Reichstag, for his mction which partially 
substitutes the government bill for the 
committee's proposals, and then the Prince 
expressed the hope that the House would 
would furnish the government with the 
means of opposing the violent tendencies 
of certain crasses with more effective 
measures than hitherto at its disposal. 

Herr Barth, a member of the Freisin- 
nige party, declared that Prince Hohen- 
a had pronounced a eulogy on the 

Count von Manteuffel, Concervative, ap- 
proved of the proposal of Herr von Levet- 
zow, and sad that if it was rejected the 
Conservative would vote against 
the commiitee’s wording and probably 
against the whole bill. 

Herr Auer, a Socialist, described the bill 
as being the outcome of fear, and ¢a:d:

Another Methodist Minister Tells on 
Him and He is Found With a»

SALT LAKE, May 8.—(Special Dispatch.) 
This afternoon officers arrested Rev. W. 
D. Mabry, pastor of the First Methodist 
Church, and Mrs. W. C. Reilly, wife of 
a well-known lawyer, in the pastor’s study 
on a charge of adukery. The pastor re- 
fused to make any effort to secure bail 
and spent the night at police headquarters. 
He would not talk of the charge. Mrs. 
Reilly was released on bail secured by her 
busband, who declares his belief in her 
innocence, 

According to the officers: who made the 
arrest, they have been watching the couple 
for several days on the strefigth of infor- 
mation furnished by another Methodist 
minister, Rev. J. D. Gillilan. He saw 
Rev. Mr. ‘Mabry enter the church early 
in the afternoon, locking all the dvors be- 
hind him. The officers cut out a window- 
glass, went directly to the pastor’s study 
in the rear part of the builtiag. and took 
up positions at the transom. They de 
clare they saw the preather ani Mrs. 
Reilly in a compromisiag positicn. 

Rev. Mr. Mabry has been in Sak Lake 
for three years and has been recognized 
as one of the ablest orators of the de- 
nomination in the entire intermountain 
country. He has been especially bitter 
in bis attacks on Mormonism and the 
social evil and had hitherte been held in 
hig> esteem. His wife bas been in Los 
Angeles for several weeks with her daugh- 
ter, who has been iH. 

Mrs. Reilly said that she was entirely 
innocent of wrong-doing, and only hap- 
pened to be in the study on church busi- 
ness.

Dolbear contributes to the, de- 
partment called the “Progress of Sci- 
ence” a note of some interest, as com- 
ing from an authoritive scientist rather 
than a mere topical writer, on the ap- 
plication of electricity to the heating 
of houses. Prof. Dolbear says it is en- 
tirely feasible and will possess many 
advantages. 

current of electricity always 
heats the conductor through which it 
goes. The conversion into heat of the 
electrical energy is always complete; 
there is no loss as in most other trans- 
formations, and in a given conductor 
the heating effect increases as the 
square of the current, so that twice 
the current gives four times as much 
heat, three times the current nine 
times the heat, and so on; it therefore 

possible to produce almost 
any desirable tem e, even to 
that of fusion of an electric conductor, 
while the most refractory substances 
are either fused or volatilized by the 
heat of an electric arc which has the 
temperature of about 6000 degrees F. 

“A constant current will maintain a 
constant temperature. How much 
heat shall be produced and what the 
temperature shall be is only a question 
of apparatus, regulation is as easy 
as turning a switch. Electrical

and as safely as lighted by electricity. 
It has often been talked about, but the 
inquiries have generally been discour- 
aged by exaggerated notions of its 
relative cost. The implication has al- 
ways been that people always choose 
the cheaper article, which is not true.

‘TIME LOCES. 


The Safemaker Has Another Scheme 
to Baffle the Burglar. 


(Boston Commercial Bulletin:) The time 
or chronometer lock was the greatest in- 
vention in. the history of locks. The 
time lock is attached to the inside of a 
safe or vault door, and, having no com- 
munication with the outside, is connected 
to the bolt work on the door in such a 
manner that when the door is closed and 
the bolts are thrown on by a handle or 
knob, and the combination lock dials are 
turned on, the time tock goes into duty 
immediately, and no amount of work on 
the door or knobs will unlock the door 
until such time has arrived for which the 
clock was set has expired. The time 
locks were constructed that they could 
be wound to keep the r locked from 
one to forty-eight hours. ' 

The time locks were so made that there 
were movements in each case, and if a 
mainspring or hairspring in one broke, or 
if from any cause one movement failed to 
} operate, the other would run on and trip 
the mechanical device and allow the bolts 
on the door to be released. 

. The lock and the safemaker, not content 
with this step in advance of the burglar, 
have further perfected the locking ma- 
chines by doing away altogether with com- 
bination locks on the door and also with 
spindles or arbors of any kind. They now 
make a safe or vault door of any thick- 
ness the banker desires, and on the inside 
put on from twenty to thirty massive steel 
bolts. These steel bolts are connected to 
what its termed an automatic device, which 


| is in turn connnected with a time lock 


having three movements, and can be set 
to run seventy-two hours. Any one move- 
ment ‘will successfully operate the auto- 
matic device. 

For instance, a banker has a vault door 
of solid steel, six inches thick. He wants 
to go home et night or in the afternoon 
at, say 4 o’clock; he wants the safe to 
open, say at 9 o’clock the next morning. 
This he,accomplishes by simply setting 
his automatic device with a wrench, 
winds up his time lock to No. 17, which 
means that the lock is to remain closed 
for seventeen hours. He then shuts his 
vault door and screws it in hard with 
wheel and gear. When the door is 
squeezed into its proper place the auto- 
matic’ device shoots the massive bolts, 
weighing several hundred pounds, for- 
ward, upward, downward and backward. 
The time lock automatically locks them, 


seventeen hours. 

Thus we see that the safemaker is far 
ahead of the burglar, and he deserves 
great credit for the ingenuity and ability 
displayed in his inventions. 


Wei-Hai-Wei an Important Station. 

(Leslie's Weekly:) Next to Port Ar- 
thur, Wei-Hai-Wei is the most important 
military ‘station and fortification in North 
Ohina.

Timothy on the Mountains. 


estimated value of the hay c of the 
United States for 1892 was 50,000,000 tons, 
representing an enormous sum of money. I 
have long thought that farmers do not 
fully appreciate the great importance of 
timothy as a farm crop, perhaps because of 
the common idea that grass will grow any- 
where, and, therefore, needs no particular 
culture. This crop is an immensely im- 
portant one to the mountain farmers of 
Colorado. I do not think the lower alti- 
tudes are so well adapted to this great hay 
plant as those sections above 5000 feet. 
My experience in growing timothy in Col- 
orado has been confined to an altitude of 
about 10,000 feet, and I trust that what 
I may say on this subject may greatly en- 
courage a more extended and thorough cul- 
tivation of this profitable hay plant. 

I thoroughly prepare the soil. Although 
our soil is more or less stony, I plow it in 
the very best manner possible. I next 
put on the Randall harrow, and thoroughly 
pulverize it, following with the common 
harrow until the ground is a perfect seed 
bed. For the best results the grass should 
be allowed to occupy all of the ground. I 
sow as nearly as possible by hand, one 
peck of seed to the acre. I then select a 
good bush and thoroughly ‘“‘brush’’ the 
seed in. The next operation is a thorough 
and careful rolling in order to compress 
and firm the soil about the seed. More seed 
is lost and failures made from neglect of 
this last operation than from all other 
causes. The critical time in ouf climate 
with seeds is during and after germination. 
Our drying and often chilly winds rapidity 
evaporate the moisture of the soil, and the 
delicate germ perishes. Hence the abso- 
lute necessity of firming the soil about 
the seed 


Water is applied sparingly until the 
young plant is well established. imothy 
revels in an @bundance of water. wy expe- 
rience has been that a_ well-established 
meadow delights in much water at proper 
seasons, and will produce a fairly good 
crop on quite a limited supply. 


Needs of Home Life. 


The Troy Times has said nothing better 
or more to the point in its social sermons, 
than when it declares that while it takes 
two to make a pleasant home, home life 
should have resources beyond the family 
circle, as well as its privacies confined 
thereto.

Twenty-four hours of real happiness in 
an active and successful life of eighty 
years is certainly a very small. admixture. 
And yet, admitting as true the great chan- 
cellor’s observation that “the enjoyment 
of happiness requires a certain gift,” it is 
impossible to believe that a larger share 
of that enjoyment does not come into the 
life of every one. : 

Indeed, it would be safe to give a direct 
contradiction to the gloomy estimate of 
life made by so great an authority. and to 
assert that there is no human being who 
has not had much more than twenty-four 
hours of real happiness in a life much 
shorter than Bismarck’s. Black care does, 
indeed. sit behind the horseman’s back on 
the journey of life, but the ‘most miser- 
able of us gets more than twenty-four 
hours’ respite from his presence in a life- 
time. 


A Rare Work. 


- Wenzel Jamnitzer’s golden centerpiece, 
the most exquisite piece of German gold- 
amith’s work ever produced,,is about to be 
lost to Germany. It is three feet high, 
the upper portion held up by a female fig- 
ure, representing the earth, and was made 
for the Nuremberger Town Council in 
1546. The material is silver, gilded and 
enameled: the artist was paid 1325 gulden 
for his work.

THE WORLD'S GOLD. The total 


amount of gold in circulation, according to 
a recent estimate, is about $5,350,000,000, 


This looks 
like a very large amount, but when it is 
divided among the 1,500,000,000 inhabitants 
of the world it only gives a little more 
than $3.50 for each person, which is not an 
extravagant sum. 


GOVERNMENT SAVINGS BANKS. The 
Postal Savings Bank system which has 
been so successful in England was recently 
introduced into New Zealand, where it is 
sald to work even better than in the old 
country. A man can deposit money in a 
bank at one end of the island and draw a 
draft in any other part of New Zealand 
for every dollar of it except one shilling, 
which is kept to cover the cost of ex- 
change. The depositor’s photograph is 
published in his book, to counterfeit which 
is a penitentiary offense. The Postal Sav- 
ings Bank system is one which might be 
introduced in the United States, as it gives 
persons of moderate means an absolutely 
safe place of deposit for their savings, 
and at the same time it can be ma 
in a manner to keep out those large sums 
of money which capitalists now deposit 
in savings banks. A rate of interest of 
2% per cent. would not attract such de- 
posits while it would be ample for the 
man whose main object is to get an ab- 
solutely safe place in which to put his 


money.

DECIDUOUS FRUIT SHIPMENTS. The 
Santa Clara Fruit Exchange is the most 
important and enterprising association in 
California which handles deciduous fruits. 
In the recently-issued annual report of 
the exchange are some figures which are 
of much interest, not only to fruit-grow- 
ers, but to all others who are concerned 
in the development of the State. The total 
receipts for the year were 4,974,629 pounds. 


Of this 2,963,304 pounds were prunes 


There remains in the warehouse 1,073,788 
pounds. The greater portion of the prod- 


uct remaining is prunes. 


Aside from the balance of 1,073,788 
pounds, all of the fruit has been shipped 


and nearly . all sold and accounted for. 


Cash has ‘been received from sales to the 
amount of $133,450.50. In addition to this 
there have been receipts by way of ad- 
vancements on consignments of $133,344.73. 

The following figures show the large 
amount of fruit that has been handled by 
the exchange during the past season and 


at the same time ‘testify to the

CALIFORNIA FRUITS. NEW YORK, 
May 8.—The Jotjnal of Commerce says 
that there is gm@t interest being shown 
in fruit circles im that city as to the man- 
ner in which California fruit is to be 
handled this year. Last year the fruit 
was received by different firms, and was 
all sold at auction on its arrival on the 
Erie piers. It seems that last year’s busi- 
ness was not entirely satisfactory to. the 
California fruit-growers, as the sales of 
California .fruit would take place on two 
different piers simultaneously. In order 
to prevent this unsatisfactory condition, 
the California Fruit Union is now consid- 
ering the advisability of making ship- 
ments to receivers on the condition of 
some reorganization in the auction meth- 
ods of last year being made. The union 
is expected to arrive at a decision on this 
matter this week, and meantime the un- 
certainty is a source of much annoyance 
to former receivers. California oranges 
have been coming Fast since about the 
middle of February, and have found a 
good market on account of the damage by 
cold weather to the Florida crop. So far 
as other California fruit is concerned, 
cherries, apricots, peaches and plums, they 
have not yet begun to arrive, except in 
the instance of a few express shipments of 
cherries, which have come forward some- 
what earlier than usual, and are regarded 
as indicating a good crop. These are be- 
ing received by last year’s consignees. 
During 1898 and several preceding seasons 
California growers sent their fruit through 
the California Fruit Union, which engaged 
cars and allowed the growers to ship small 
lots at carload rates. It is expected there 
will be a decided increase in California 
fruit shipments Hast this year as a result 
of reduced rail rates as offered by. the 
Southern Pacific. . 


DUN’S REPORT. Our telegraphic advices 
point to the fact that the month opens 
with signs of better business than at any 
time since the break in May, 1893. There 
are yet many disturbing elements which 
it will take time to overcome; but while 
prices look up and the volume of business 
increases, there will be ground for en- 
couragement. . 

Should the heat continue it is likely to 
have a disturhing effect on the orange 
market by forcing a too rapid shipment of 
the erop. During the past ten days there 
has been an increasing demand for seed- 
lings, and producers have been full of hope. 

Haying is well commenced in many 
quarters, and farming in all lines never 
had better prospects for bountiful crops. 

‘The activity in building continues un- 
abated; im fact, is rather increasing in the 
‘city, and several. country towns have also 
taken a start in that direction. 

We cannot expect general trade to be as 
good dur'ng the summer as it has been 
in the past six months, and the wise mer- 
chant will buy sparingly during the next 
few- months. Credits should be curtailed 
and accounts closely watched. A conser- 
vative policy on all sides will bring the 
best results. 

Oil development continues unabated, and 
unless all signs fail the industry is des- 
tined. to. be of untold value to Southern 
California.

THE REPUBLIC OF THE FUTURE. 


We live in a fast age, in an atmosphere 
of change. The ofdinary occurrences of 
a month ago have but Httle interest’ for 
us today, for in the interval between the 
then and now life has put on so many 
new phases and so much has occurred 
that month-old events seem like a dead 
letter to us. What we do today, we do, 
and are done with it, and tamorrow some 
new interest attracts us, some fresh mo- 
tive governs us, and some new object of 
ambition urges us on. History is being 
made rapidly, and we are actors in the 
most exciting part of the drama of life. 
The process of evolution is usually slow, 
but today we can feel ite movements in 
all the departments of life, and are con- 
sciously waiting for the change that to- 
morrow may bring. In the social, indus- 
trial and religious world we note the rest- 
lessness of change. The nineteenth cen- 
tury has been one of intellectual upheaval. 
Science has led us on into many new 
paths of inquiry.

Why She is, What She is 
| and Where. 


Rabbi Voorsanger’s Very Pointed 
| Disesrtation on a Fin de . 
Siecle Product... 
She Was Once . as a 
mestic Goddess and Could be 
Yet—Now She is Simply 
Grotesque.

Los Angeles is beginning to appreciate 
the rare opportunity of enjoyment provided 
by the lectures of Rabbi Voorsanger, for 
Unity Church was filled to the doors last 
evening on the occasion of his dissertation 
upon “The New Woman; Why She Ia, 
What She Is, and Where She Is.” 

Dr. Voorsanger preluded his sketch of 
the peculiarities of this fin de siecle prod- 
uct by a simple statement of the experi- 
ences which led to the writing of the lec- 
ture, and a vivid description of some cari- 
catures of the new woman in all the glory 
ne «Maa masculinity, declaring that no 

re was ever concei 
basis of fact. 

Taking up the subject serious) 
rabbi asserted that something wonttianee 
tory in the state of society was virtually 
the cause of the new woman’s birth, and 
that she was but the symptom of a coming 
change in the whole social system. She 
has thrown down the gauntlet, but let 
men be careful in picking it up. e new 
woman, with all her rampant peculiarities, 
will be the mother of the coming race, 
and as such demands the highest consid. 
eration, tenderness and respect. 

The two great fundamental principles, 
equality of the sexes and mutual obliga- 
tion, have both been violated throughout 
the history of the world. In ancient times 
woman was regarded as a sort of domestic 
goddess and as such was treated with ten- 
derness and respect, but the law of mu- 
tual obligation which enjoins on man the 
same observance as on woman, which does 
not permit law for the one and license for 
the other, nor one standard of morality 
for man and another for womaa, was un- 

e destiny of woman was linked from 
the beginning with that of man. Through- 
out the ages she has been but the comple- 
ment of his life, reduced to misery by his 
sins and misfortunes even as though they 
were her own. 

In the middle ages of romance and 
chivalry woman was loved, protected, ex- 
e@lted in song and story, but with such ex- 
altation as the indulgent strong render to 
the helpless weak. She was surrounded 
by tenderness, but had no standing of 
rights or equality. . Her exaltation was 
purely sentimental, and from the stand- 
point of the law she had no more rights 
than an animal, and was as much a piece 
of property as land. 

Today, said the rabbi, women speak out 
in meeting .with a strong protest against 
inequality. They know that they are in- 
volved in the social rottenness, and they 
protest. The women of old saw the same 
thing, but were powerless; the modern 
woman has power of expression and need 
not remain silent under the palpable wrong 
done to women with regard to moral obli- 
gations and equality of standing. 

While man lavishes his gold on woman, 
he merely indulges her without regarding 
her as an equal in any way. All she can 
do is to protest, but she is not accorded 
the right to a will or opinion, and her pro- 


test ‘does not carry definite weight, either |. 


in the state or at the fireside. 
It is a strange paradox, said the speaker, 
that we so love, revere and exalt woman, 


yet disregard the law of equality; that we} 


bow before her beauty and her puri 
while we allow hér to stand in society

Women know this and resent the insult, 
and they are right in doing so. The new 
woman demands right and action and jus- 
tice on the part of man. 

Dr.. Voorsanger then to 
sideration of his first question: ‘‘Why She 
Is.” She is, because man is practically 
the same as in the olden time, and she 
has powers the extent of which he has no 
idea. He has not outgrown his ideal of 
her, but she has outgrown her ideal of 
him. The men of today are physically 
weaker than their forefathers, and they 
need stronger wives to preserve the equil- 
ibration of society. The days when the. 
ideal woman waé a species of clinging vine, 
twining around the sturdy oak are past. 
The new movement has permeated society, 
and the influence of higher education has 
placed woman upon a different footing in 
the intellectual world. 

The new woman is an emanation from 
existing social conditions. She exists be- 
cause man has not observed the laws and 
obligations imposed upon him. She exists 
because useful occupation and independ- 
ence is as right for woman as for man.

The Courts. 


“KID” THOMPSON CONVICTED AND 
CONDEMNED TO DBATH. 
Contrary to general expectation, the 


jury in the “Kid"’ Thompson case had not 
yet agreed when Department One of the 
Superior Court convened yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock, and the crowd which 
assembled? in Judge Smith’s courtroom to 
witness the closimg scene of this interest- 
ing trial soon dissolved upon learning 
that the jurors were no nearer a verdict 
than they had been when locked up for 
the night, some twelve hours earlier. 
Owing to the indiwposition of Juror Trahba, 
the jurors were not taken out to break- 
fast or dinner, both meals being fur- 
nished them in the jury-roam, by order of 
the court. 

At 1:55 o'clock im the afternoon, just as 
the parties interested in another case were 
preparing to go to trial, a sharp rap on 
the door of the jury-troom announced that 
a decision had been reached. An officer 
was at once dispatched to bring the de- 
fendant up from the County Jail, end 
after the short delay thus occasioned, the 
twelve members of the jury were released 
from durance by Bailiff’ Marsh and filed 
into the courtroom. 

(Meanwhile the news of their 
had spread like wildfire throughout the 
Courthouse, with the result that most of 
the coumty offices were depopulated, and 
the courtroom packed with spectators 
when Judge Smith took his seat upon the 
bench at 2 o'clock. 

After the roll of the jurors had been 
called and responded to, Judge Smith 
promptly inquired: “Gentlemen of the 
jury, ‘have you agreed upon a verdict?’’ 

“We have, Your Honor,” replied Fore- 
man Cahiwell. 

“You may declare it, then,” said the 
court, and, amid a silence which was op- 
pressive, the verdict was read as follows: 

“In the Superior Court of the mite of 
California, within and for Los Angeles 
county. The People of the State of Cali- 
fornia, plaintiff, vs. W. H. Thompson, de- 
fendant. We, the jury in the above-en- 
titled action, find the defendant guilty as 
charged, and fix the penalty at death.” . 

As the last words echoed through the 
courtroom, the defendant, who was as pale 
a8 a corpse, turned to the jury, shook his 
head carelessly and forced his pallid iips 
into a sardonic smile. 

The verdict was handed to Clerk Logan, 
recorded and read by him, and confirmed 
by the jurors, in accordance with the re- 
quirements of the law, and the court hav- 
ing set Monday next as the time for the 
passage of sentence, the condemned man, 
who grinned at the crawd, was escorted 
back to the County Jail by Under Sheriff 
Clement. 

When Th was being conducted 
back to the jail he said to a deputy sheriff: 

“Did you see how the judge looked at 
men when he announced the verdict? I! 
guess he expected to see me break down, 
but I think I convinced bim that I know 
low to take a joke as well as anybody.”’ 

As he entered the jail, the turnkey said: 

“Well, Kid, bow did you get off?" 

The Kid made a suggestive gesture with 
bis bands and replied: 

“Nothing worse than getting hung. 
But I'l fool them this trip. Before I go 
to the gallows I'll cut my throat from ear 
to ear.’’

Gives His Views, 


Deciduous Fruit-growers Received 
Some Pointers at the Cham- 
: \ ber of Commerce. 


Urged to Strive for Quality More 
Than Quantity—How Best to . 
Bhip the Fruit to the East- 
ern Markets. 


A meeting tmportant to the Interests of 
the fruit-growers of Souvthern COatifornie 
was held in the assembly ball of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce yesterday afternoon, when 
the decidisoms and lemon growers were in- 
vared to med Horace W. Day, of the firm of 
Sgobel & Day, one of the largest fruit- 
buyers in the United Staibes. 

The meeting was called to order at 1:30 
p.m. by W. E. OColjins of Pomona, secre 
try and manager of the San Antonio 
Fruit Exchange, who ‘nitroduced Mr. Day 
with & mild request that the latter gentle- 
Phould “teil all he knew.” Mr. Day 
joimed heartily in the laugh raised by this 
limitatton of ‘his intelligence, and at “once 
plunged into the matier before the meet- 
ing. 

Mri Day .etated that nine years ago Mr. 
Weastock of Jhe firm of Weinstock & 
Luin, went to the firm of Sgobel & Day 
in New York im the interests of the decid- 
uous-fruit-growers of Caififornia. Mr. 
Weinstock’s object was simply to look in'to 
situation with a view to establishing 
a regular New York market for California 
fruits, and, shortly efter his return to 
‘his Staite, the California Fruit-Growere’ 
Urhon came ‘into being as a result of his 
investigations. Sgobel & Day being made 
the New York agents of the union.

Delaware and New Jersey, and, although 
California fruit selle for double the money, 
Mr. Day is of the opinion that it will not 
carry well in the long journey across the 
continent. He recommended dry- 
ing or evaporating the peaches and apri- 
cots rather than attempting to ship them 
green. In advancing this view M y 
‘frankly acknowledged himself to. be lout 
his element in this country, but only spoke 
from the standpoint of a New York buyer 
who knows good fruit when it lands at his 
‘warehouses. 

“Apricots,”’ he said, “‘lose flavor in the 
zeretor cars during their journey of 
thirteen days. Unless they are picked ab 
exactly the right stage they are a failure 
as a selling fruit. If they are green the 
buyer passes them by because they will 
not color well; if dead ripe, he will not 
have them at any price, because they will 
not stand all right. As to ches, some of 
the early varieties simply drop out of their 
skins by the time they reach New York. 
Bartlett pears promise to do well in New 
York, but. should be picked and packed 
green and very regular in the box.’’ 

Mr. Day then described the rigid ex- 
amination to which the fruit is subjected 
by. the New York buyers, and strongly 
recommended the California growers to

Two Los Angeles Boys Are Visiting 


Sacred Temples. 


D. Sale and Ben Coulter, who etarted 
several months ago for a trip around the 
world, are enjoying their holiday im- 
mensély. Mrs. Howard M. Sale received a 
letter dated April 3, yesterday from her 
son, in which he writes that they were at 
Agra, India, 900 miles from Calcutta, and 
have visited the cities of Darjeeling, Be- 
nares, Allahabad, Lucknow and Cawnpore. 


“From Calcutta we took a side trip to 
Darjeeling, small place 375 miles from 
Himalaya 
Mountains, at an elevation of 7500 feet. It 
ia a most charming place, built on the 
side of the mountain, and in full view of 
the great Mt. Everest, 29,000 feet, and a 
whole range of snow-capped mountains, 


Calcutta, and situated in the 


@ll over 20,000 feet above the level of the 
sea... From Calcutta one takes a regular 
train to the foot of the mountains, and 
then transfers to a very narrow-guage 
road of twenty-eight inches, which makes 
the ascent of 7500 feet in fifty miles, or 
at about the rate -of one in thirty. The 
scenery from the 
grand; we wound round and round the 
mountains, making loop after loop, and at 
times one can see a dozen tracks at one 
time. The sides of these mountaina to an 
elevation of 6000 feet, are covered with 
plants, this being the chief industry. It 
was nice and coo, and quite a relief from 
the oppressive heat of Calcutta. Calcutta 
is a very pretty place, but very hot, and 
being anxious to get through India we only 
remained a short time, and pulled out for 
the interior. From Calcutta we went 
étraight to Benares, the sacred city of the 
Hindus, a city of 250,000, and situated on 
the banks of the sacred river Ganges, 
where thousands of Hindus come from all 
over India to bathe. One morning we took 
a boat, and with our guide and coolies, 
rowed down past their bathing-place, where 
there were hundreds of them bathing, 
washing their clothes and praying to the 
sun. Alongside of this bathing-place are 
the dead bodies, tied to poles, and floating 
in the water, waiting their turn for crema- 
tion,- which they do on the banks. They 
place the body, after it is soaked in the 
holy water, on the ground, smear it over 
with butter, then pile wood over it, and 
the nearest relative touches it off with a 
torch, while the rest of the family and 
friends sit perched around and watch it 
burn. After it is all consumed, they throw 
the ashes into the sacred river, and the 
soul goes straight to ——. We also vis- 
ited some very old Hindu t les, includ- 
ing a monkey temple, where t are hun- 
dreds of monkeys, which are also sacred,

This is one of the ocbief forts of the En- 
glish, and they keep quite an army herei 
We arrived late at night, and next morm 
ing started out at daylight to take in t 
sights. We drove through some beawtif 
gardens with all kinds of flowers in bloons, 
and avenues lined with tamarind and other 
tropical trees. We visited the fort, whi 
was built by the famous King Akbar, aboat 
three hundred and fi years ago, and id 
now occupied by the giish forces. The 
officers were very kind to us, and escorted 
us all over the grounds and through the 
buildings and underground passages. There 
is a stone column forty-two feet high im-

After spending a short time in Lucknow 
and Cawnpore, Mr. Sale writes of Agra: 
“We went for/a to Akbar’s tomb, 
five miles out. These tombs are quite dif- 
ferent from anything erected in America; 
this one cost about $6,000,000, and consists 
of one immense building bullt of marble, 
in which the coffin is placed, and where the 
followers forever worship. This is sur- 
rounded by a wall twenty feet high, alao of 
marble. This morning we visited the 
Akbar fort and marble temples, which cost 
millions, and are marvels of beauty. ‘This 
evening we go to the Tai Mahal, which is 
said to be the most beautiful pala» in 
India; it took 20,000 workmen seventeen 
years to build it.

FLAGSTAFF, May 6.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) Preparations are being made 
for the entertainment of the G.A.R. for 
the encampment they will hold here the 
lith of June. The affair promises to be 
very pleasant for all concerned. One par- 
agraph of the general order as to the en- 
campment reads: 


“It is undersqtood that the comrades of 
Post No. 4 and the citizens of Flags:aff 
generally are making special effort to en- 
tertain the members of the encampment, 
preparing, among other things, for a trip 
to the Grand Canyon of the Colorado. This 
year,.in addition to the pleasure of a visit 
to the cool, pine-clad hills and the enjoy- 
ment of the delights of the hospitality of 
our Flagstaff neighbors, we ape afforded 
reasonable and easy transportation, and 
every comrade who can afford the vaca- 
tion may not only expect to thoroughly 
enjoy himeelf, but will promote the gen- 
eral happiness by attending this encamnp- 
ment. Several comrades have already 
made arrangements to take their wives 
and families. The transportation rates 
will extend to all who attend, either as 
members of the G.A.R., the Women’s Ke- 
lief Corps, or the Sons of Veterans.”’ 

The big celebration for the 4th of July 
is being pushed. Committees for the occa- 
eion have been appointed for the follow- 
ing features: Grounds and track, horse 
and burro races, bicycle race, steer-tying 
and “‘bronco-busting,”’ dancing, printing, 
ealute, transportation and entertainment, 
fireworks, baseball. tug-of-war,  etc.;

THE INCREASE OF BLACK SCALE 
CAUSING SOME ANXIETY. 
Meeting of City Trustees—The W. C. 
T. U. Convention—Chamber of 


SAN BERNARDINO, May 8.—(Special 
Correspondence.) Horticultural Commis- 
sioners H. B. Muscatt and Dr. J. H. Pier- 
son made an official visit to Riverside yea- 
terday. to investigate the working of the 
rhizobius ventralis, a parasite that feeds 
upon the black scale, and found no speci- 
mens of it, but found the orchards over- 
run with the black scale, and the other 
parasite, the native ‘“‘twice-stabbed” lady 
bugs, in some of the orchards, but not of 
much use, as they are no match for the 
seale. They brought beck a bottle of them 
to show that they are not the rhizobius. 
There has been quite a cdéntroversy over 
thie parasite. and nearly all of the thou- 
sands of specimens sent out from Mr. Codp- 
er’s stock Barbara to this section 
have prov to be the native lady bug 
and of no ctical value, yet whenever 
the rhizobius is ordered from headquarters 
the lady bug is sent. The increase of the 
dlack scale in the old orchards of River- 
side is due probably to the dense growth 
of the tree, as the sun and light cannot 
penetrate under the trees, and the con- 
tinual irrigation forms a moist atmosphere 
that is conducive to the growth of the 
scale. great is this trouble that the 
biack smut that was supposed to grow only 
on fruit raised down by the coast has ap- 
peared on the Riverside fruit, and in many 
orchards the oranges have to be put 
through a thorough course of cleaning by 
ee and water before they can be mar- 

eted 


Messrs. Muscatt and Pierson are making 
a very thorough investigation of the havod 
of the ecale and the various remedies to 
be applied, and will soon have an interest- 
ing report to make upon the subject with 
especial reference to the advisability of 
importing the rhizobius and other parasites 
at an enormous expense.
